The Battles at 
Richmo nd 
Periy v illo , Ky . 
and 


BATTLE OF RICHMOND. 
* 
Gen. M. D. Manao n was near Richmo nd, 
Ky ., with a small fo rce, which had been co n­ 
siderably increased thro ugh the patrio tic ex ­ 
ertio ns o f Gen. Lew Wallace, o f Indiana. 
Tho appearance o f Kirby Smith befo re 
Richmo nd carried co nsternatio n into the 
heart o f Kentucky . 
Frankfo rt, the capital, 
was o nly fifty miles distant. 
With tho legis­ 
lature in sessio n, that bo dy hastily adjo urned 
to Lo uisv ille. The state reco rd* were also re­ 
mo v ed thither, with a millio n do llura o f 
mo ney fro m the banks in this regio n. 
Gen. Manso n’© tro o ps lio d been attacked by 
Kirby Smith’s adv ance at Rig Hill Aug. 
23, 
and 
retreated 
to Richmo nd. 
Hero 
Manso n was re-enfo rced by a number o f 
newly o rganizo d regiments fro m Ohio , Ken­ 
tucky and Indiana. 
This was just after 
President Linco ln’s call fo r “ 000,(XK) mo re,” 
and tho no rth was filled witli the camps 
o f tho fresh v o lunteers. 
Tho new regiments 
under Hanso n hardly new ho w to fo rm 
line o f battle, and wero igno rant o f tho first 
principles o fTio kl ev o lutio ns. 
Tho o fficers 
were, fo r tho main part, as green as tho men. 
These raw, unpracticed tro o ps were to meet 
o n tho field at Richmo nd tho Co nfederate 
v eterans o f Rhilo h, and o ther fields under 
such leaders as Kirby Smith and Gen. Pat 
Cleburne. 
Aug. 29, Kirby Smith came o n and o ffered 
battle. 
Manso n adv anced to meet him and 
dro v o him back to Ro gersv ille, two miles 
fro m Richmo nd. Here Manso n encamped fo r 
the night. What is called tho battle o f Rich 
mo nd to o k place nex t day , Aug. SO. 
Tho fighting began anew o n the mo rning 
o f this day . 
Manso n and Brig. Gen. Cruft, 
who had distinguished himself at Do nelbo n, 
adv anced to meet tho Co nfederate attack. 
After heav y fighting o ne inilo so uth o f 
Ro gersv ille, tho Unio n tro o ps wero ro uted 
with heav y lo sa In the actio n the lieuten­ 
ant co lo nel and majo r o f the Sev enty -first 
Indiana wero killed, leav ing that regiment 
witho ut a field o fficer. 
Lieut. Co l. Melville D. To pping, o f the Seventy - 
first Indiana, was a 
very pro minent bus­ 
iness man o f Terre 
Ilaute, and o ne o f the 
mo st pro mising so l­ 
diers tlmt 
Indiana 
sent to the war. Mo r­ 
tally wo unded in the 
midst o f a crushing 
defeat, his first wo rds 
to a y o ung o fficer 
; who attended 
him 
?7were, “ Have I do ne 
* my duty ? 
Have I 
do ne all that co uld 
be do ne'/“ “ Yes, Co l­ 
o nel, y o u have do ne 
Lie ut , c o l. t o p p ing . 
y o ur who le duty .“ 
“Then,” said the gallant so ldier, “I die co ntent. 
Tell my wife and children that my last tho ughts 
were o f them .” 
Near the o ld camps o f the Unio n tro o ps, 
two miles no rth fro m the scene o f the first en­ 
gagement, Manso n made ano ther stand. Here 
was so mo hard fighting, but again tho Co n­ 
federates were v icto rio us. At this time Gen. 
Nelso n arriv ed, to o k co mmand 
and arranged 
fo r a final stand o n a slight elevatio n near the 
cemetery in fro nt o f Richmo nd. 
Here the 
Federal raw recruits, decimated to abo ut 2,500 
men, made their third and last rally against 
an enemy v astly superio r in numbers and dis­ 
cipline. The Co nfederate line was twice re­ 
pulsed immediately to the right o f tho ceme­ 
tery , but the Unio n line was finally bro ken 
and flanked and tho day was ho pelessly lo st. 
Gen. Nelso n was twice wo unded in this actio n. 
Gen. Manso n was captured. 
In the l>attle o f Richmo nd there were 12,00C 
Co nfederate tro o ps and thirty -six pieces o l 
artillery . The Unio n fo rces co nsisted o r 
abo ut 7 ,000 men. The Co nfederates lo st o v er 
900 in killed and wo unded. The Unio n tro o p© 
lo st 825. Besides that, 2,000 o f them were 
mad© priso ners. 


After tb.e fight a t Richmo nd K irb y Sm ith 
m arched his men to Lex ingtm i, the chief to w n 
in the Blue G rass regio n. 
Thence he sent o ut 
Gen. H eth w ith 6,000 men to cam p w ithin a 
few miles o f Co vingto n, o pjKwito C incinnati. 
A no ther detachm ent was o rdered in the di­ 
rectio n o f Lo uisville. 
Sm ith him self 
re­ 
m ained a t L ex ingto n, w aiting the wo rd to 
jo in B ragg, and recruiting his arm y am o ng 
the Blue G rass sy m pathizers with the Co n­ 
federate cause. 
M eantim e co nsternatio n reigned at Cincin 
nati, and in tho 
po pulo us and well 
to do 
sm aller to w ns alo ng tho Ohio belo w. 
A t 
C incinnati m artial law was pro dunned, and 
the indefatigable Gen. Lew W allace began 
fo rtify ing with all speed in the regio n abo ut 
C o vingto n, Ky . 
T h o , rem ains o f these de­ 
fenses nro still seen. 
W allace o rdered all 
business ho uses clo sed, and the ferry l>o ats 
th a t plied between C incinnati o p the Ohio side, 
am i Co vingto n and New|>o rfco n the K entucky 
side, wero sto pped. 
All this half an ho ur 
a fte r W allace reached C incinnati, Sept. 1. 
Tho scene th a t fo llo wed is bey o nd descrip­ 
tio n. 
M o thers o f y o ung infants had left 
them o n o ne side o f the river, and visited the 
o ther fo r business o r fo r pleasure. 
This iro n 
m ilitary o rder cut them o ff fro m return, and 
fo r o ne 
night nt least bo th m o thers and 
babies were alike frantic. 
M echanics and 
o ther wo rkingm en, by the tho usand, ho d left 
th eir fam ilies th a t m o rning, e x a c ting to re ­ 
turn as usual, o nly to find them selves sto pped 
as by an adam antine w all a t <4 o ’clo ck. 
As 
all so rts o f rum o rs o f capture and im pressing 
men into the so ldiers’ ranks were prevalent, 
no ne knew fo r the tim e w hat had beco me o f 
tho se nearest them. 
Im aginatio n supplied 
th e lack o f kno wledge and drew pictures o f 
the fate o f lo ved o nes th a t did no t e rr o n the 
side o f the co m m o nplace and the safe. 
C in­ 
cinnatians talk to this day o f Lew* W allace's 
m ilitary rule in C incinnati. 
He saved it fro m invasio n. In a few ho urs' 
tim e he had an arm y o f 40,000 m en ready . 
By his pro clam atio n 
ho 
sent pro m inent 
w m ltby citizens to the o ther side o f the river 
to wo rk o n the fo rtificatio ns. 
It was a curi­ 
o us spectacle, w hite handed men with rings 
and go ld watches digging in the dirt like rail­ 
ro ad labo rers, and thro w ing up earthw o rks. 
“ Citizens fo r labo r, so ldiers fo r b attle,” 
were Lew W allace’s wo rds. 
R ecruits besides po ured in fro m Ohio , In­ 
diana and elsewhere, till there wero defend­ 
ers eno ugh there to m ake tho invasio n o f 
C incinnati a serio us business fo r any bo dy 
who sho uld attem p t it, 
A jwmto o n bridge w*us laid acro ss the river, 
and o ver it tho usands o f new so ldiers m arched 
day and night to m a n tho new fo rtificatio ns 
a t Co vingto n. A fter so meday © H eth dro pjwd 
ba<*k and rejo ined K irby Hmith. 
It is tim e no w to see w hat Gen. Buell wa- 
al« >ut. 
Do n Carlo s Buell was an Ohio man, lmrn nt 
Marietta in 1*18, Went thro ugh West Po int aud 
served in the Mex ican war 
Was made majo r

GEN. BUELL. 
made co mmander o f the army o f the Ohio . He 
was mustered o ut o f tho vo lunteer service in 
1S04, and resigned fro m the regular unny in 1805. 
He is no w a resident in Lo uisville. 
In August Gen. Buell had been under the 
impressio n that Bragg meant to mo v e against 
Nashv ille. Tho Federal co mmander had ac­ 
co rdingly co ncentrated his main army at 
Murfreesbo ro . 
Early in September he be­ 
came aware that Bragg’s mo v ements meant 
the inv asio n o f Kentucky and tho no rth. 
Thereupo n, Sept 7, ho set his army in mo ­ 
tio n fo r Lo uisv ille. 
It has been already 
mentio ned that this city was Bragg’s o bject­ 
iv e po int also . 
Tho seco nd race between 
Bragg and Buell began therefo re. 
Maj. (Jen. Bragg, Buell’s o ppo nent, was a West 
Po int graduate o r the class o f 1837. He was a 
No rth Caro linian, and was three y ears o lder than 
Buell. Like mo st pro minent o fficers o n bo th the 
Unio n and Co nfederate sides, liragg had served

in the Mex ican war. lie had also served in the 
Semino le war. Ho resigned fro m the regular 
army and was a planter in Lo uisiana in 1801, when 
he 
was appo inted a Co nfederate brigadier 
general. 
In February , 
1862, he 
was made 
a 
majo r general. 
He, 
to o , 
was engaged 
at tht! battle o f Shilo h. After his invasio n o f 
Kentucky he fo ught lto so crans at Murfreesbo ro 
and defeated him at Chiekamauga. His military 
career mo stly ended at the battle o f Missio n 
Ridge, 186.3, where ho was driven back by Grant. 
Gen, Bragg died at Galvesto n, Tex ., iu 1870. 
Such were the two leaders who were to try 
against each o ther, no t o nly their racing po wers, 
but their strategic and fighting ability . 
Bragg entered Kentucky Sept. 5 with o v er 
4 0,000 men. 
Ho thus had two day s tho 
start o f Buell, 
This September, while the famo us co unty 
fairs take place at Richmo nd, Lex ingto n, 
Cy nthiana and Paris, with their display o f 
fleet ho rses, shining J ersey s and sho rt ho rned 
cattle and beautiful wo men, so me gray - 
beards do ubtless remember that twenty -fiv e 
y ears ago , this mo nth, there were v ery few 
co unty fairs in the magnificent Blue Grass 
regio n. Tiiey were bro ken up by the tramp 
o f armies, the hiss o f bursting shells and the 
thundero us so und o f artillery .
